The most satisfactory results have followed from the works which have been 
carried into execution with the assistance of the Loan and Grant Funds, especially 
the latter, which has necessarily brought into operation the exertions and pecuniary 
assistance of the landed proprietors, and tended to improve the productive capability 
of territories previously little better than wastes. 

In the course of the last season considerable progress has been made in the con- 
struction of an extensive line of road in the County of Kerry from Kenmareto Castle- 
town, towards the funds for which the sum of one thousand pounds has been con- 
tributed by the Marquis of Lansdowne ; by this work an extensive tract of country 
will be opened up, which has heretofore been nearly inaccessible. 

Another work of a similar description has been kid out for execution between 
Killarney and Bantry, towards the expense of which the Earl of Kenmare has 
given the sum of five hundred pounds. 



II.— THE COLLECTION OF REPAYMENTS OF OLD LOANS FROM THE CONSOLI- 
DATED FUND. 

In pursuance of the provisions of an Act passed in the last Session of 
Parliament, 7 & 8 Viet. c. 98, some of the Xioans of largest amount have been 
extinguished, and the outstanding balance importantly reduced. Some accounts 
have been paid off, and the balances remaining on others are small ; there are, 
however, a few still which the mortgaged securities are not likely to clear. 



III.— INLAND NAYIGATION. 

The works have been limited to simple maint^ance upon — 

The Tyrone Navigation, with the Maghery Cut from the river Blackwater into 
Lough Neagh. 

The Maig Navigation, a short cut with a turning bridge, between the townof 
Adare and the river Shannon. 

Upon the Lower Boyne Navigation, from Carrickdexter Lock above the 
town of Slane to the Bridge of Drogheda, in addition to the ordinary works of 
maintenance, a new lock with two pair of gates has been constructed, in place of an 
old check-gate, built upon a bad principle, and which had become inefficient and 
unsemceable. 

B 2 
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In the years 1834 and 1837 sums were borrowed to the amount of 2,750?. and 
laid out in improvements on the works of the Lower Boyne Navigation ; of which 
1,040/. has been repaid, with interest, out of the tolls received, being the full 
amount of the instalments payable under the terms of the Loans. 



IV.— FISHERIES. 

In the Appendix will be found an account showing the state of the fund 
applicable to this branch of service under the Acts of Parliament which constituted 
the late Fishery Boai'd. With the sanction of the Lords Commisioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury, grants have been made to a limited extent in aid of private 
contributions and grand jury presentments, towards the construction of small piers 
and quays for fishery pui-poses. 

The proceedings under the Act of the 5 & 6 Viet. c. 106, for regulating the 
Fisheries of Ireland, form the subject of a separate Report. 



V. — ROADS AJJD BRIDGES. 

These works, which were originally constructed wholly or in part at the public 
expense, are maintained under the superintendence of this Board, under the pro- 
visions of the 6 Geo. IV. c. 101, the expense being in the first instance defrayed by 
monies advanced from the Consolidated Fund, and subsequently repaid by grand 
jury presentments. 

Similar works, which have been constructed with the aid of grants from the 
fund provided by the Public Works Act (1 & 2 Wm. IV. c. 33), are maintained upon 
the same principle. 

Repairs have also been made in several instances upon post roads in different 
parts of the country, upon the requisition of the Postmaster-General, under the pro- 
visions of the 16th section of the Grand Jury Act ; a power, the exercise of which 
has been very useful in cases where from neglect, sudden accidents by floods, or a 
difficulty in obtaining contracts on reasonable terms, such interference has become 
necessary to enable the public mails to travel, and keep the prescribed time. 



VI.— PUBLIC BUILDINGS IN DUBLIN, AND THE PHCENIX PARK. 

DUBLIN CASTLE. 

In the last year, including the repairs necessary for the maintenance of the 
state apartments, the old and inconvenient range of culinary offices belonging to 
the Lord-Lieutenant’s apartments have been removed, and new ones built which are 
completed j the insuflclcient establishment of coach-houses and stables of the house- 
hold and other officers of the Castle have been taken down, and replaced by coach- 
houses and stables of an improved construction. 

AT THE FOUR COURTS 

considerable alterations have been found necessary, and have been made, to adapt 
the several law offices to the altered circumstances arising out of the recent law 
reforms in these Coui'ts. And notwithstanding the extent of accommodation that 
has been acquired by the removal of the blasters to the new building on the north 
side of the courts, there is still, in consequence of some new departments being 
created, great want of additional office accommodation, and especially for the safe 
custody of the I'ecords of the several offices ; for the former of which provision is 
made in the estimates. 



THE CUSTOM HOUSE. 

Only the ordinary repairs necessary for the maintenance of extensive buildings 
have been found requisite in the past year : the operations of the Board being 
confined to the exterior and those parts of the interior that are common to the 
several departments Avhicli occupy the building. The internal repairs of the 
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Telong pel-formed by the departments to which they respectively 

The quay wall immediately in front of the Custom House has given wav to a 
great extent, but in no way to affect the stability of the building. 

AT THE QUEEN’S INNS. 

The Taxing Officers, by a recent Act of Parliament, are to be removed from this 
buHding to the Four Courts as soon as offices can be provided for their accommo- 
dation. 

unoccupied floor in the attic of this building has been divided, chimneys built 
and htted up for the accommodation of the Registrar-General ofMarriages, audfoi- 
the Registrar of Joint Stock Companies in Ireland. 

THE PHGENIX PARK. 

At the Vice-regal Lodge, only the necessary repairs for maintenance have been 
required. At the L<odge of the Chief Secretary the new range of hot-houses have 
b^n completed, and only necessary repairs have lieen required to the house and 
ofiices. At the Under Secretary's Lodge the ordinary repairs for maintenance 
have been attended to. 

THE ROYAL HOSPITAL. 

The whole of the buildings of this establishment when handed over to this Board 
were much out of repair : their renovation and improvement, in order to avoid a 
large expenditure at one time, must necessarily be gradual, and as the whole of the 
buildings are very old and in many respects ill constructed, the annual expense 
of maintenance is greater than for an establishment of equal extent of modern 
construction. ^ 

The furniture of the Master s and Deputy Master’s apartments was old, and, to a 
p-eat extent, unsuitable for those officers: the Deputy Master’s apartments have 
be^ nearly re-furnished, and the Master’s apartments will be gradually improved. 

^ The establishment is lighted with common oil-lamps, which afford a very insuffi- 
cient light, and in the estimates for the ensuing year provision is made for substi- 
tuting gas. 

THE ROYAL HIBERNIAN MILITARY SCHOOL. 

Only the ordinary repairs for the due maintenance of the several buildings have 
been performed in the last year. “ 

THE CONSTABULARY BARRACKS. 

This establishment is in a very efficient state, and besides building some car- 
sheds, pamtmg, and some additional drainage, only ordinary repairs have been 
necessary. 

SMITHFIELD PRISON. 

This prison has been completed and occupied for the last twelve months ; the 
heating and ventilating have been in complete operation for the last winter, and are 
deemed satisfactory. 

Some further arrangements will be required for increasing the accommodation 
and, in particular, for female convicts. * 



VII.— DUNMORE HARBOUR. 

. not much resorted to by vessels of burthen, this little harbour is rising 

111 importance as a fishing station ; it is well circumstanced for the protection of 
vessels engaged in the deep-sea fishery. 

Tl^ maintenance of the works lias not been attended with much expense; atten- 
tion has been given by the removal of anchors which presented obstacles in the 
nioormg ground within the harbour, to prevent accidents and promote the safelvino- 
of the boats and fishing smacks. ^ ° 
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VIII.— KINGSTOWN HARBOUR. 

The foundation of the casing walls of the western pier-head is so far advanced, 
and such progress made in laying the upper courses, as in a great degree to put the 
completion of that work beyond any contingency from storms, notwithstanding the 
extremely exposed situation of the work, and that the machineiy and part ot t!ie 
piled framing were almost totally destroyed in the heavy gales which occurred in 
the month of March 1844, which materially interrupted the progress that would 
otherwise have been made during the last summer; it being late in July before it 
was possible to renew the preparation for laying the work: the piling and frame 
work have since etfectually withstood the sea, particularly in the severe storm ofthe 
1st and 2nd of November. 

On the east pier-head the new lighthouse is considerably advanced, and will 
be completed in the course of the coming season. The storms of the winter, which 
were unusually heavj', carried away a portion of the rubble embankment, and dis- 
turbed the tramways on the top of the pier; but the rough-dressed pavement lately 
set adjoining the circular head, as well as all the works of the pier-head itself, effec- 
tually withstood the fury ofthe sea. The rough mole along the toe of the glacis 
or sea-face of the pier has proved most beneBcial both in strengthening the work 
and preventing the sea from breaking over the rough parapet, and damaging the 
interior ([uays and walls. 

The usual return of vessels which have made use of the Harbour during the 
year, and the two preceding years, will be found in the Appendix. 

They prove the great service of Kingstown Harbour as a port for many objects 
independent of its own trade. 

We regret, however, to have to report that some considerable losses occurred 
to shipping in the Harbour during two heavy storms, one in the month of March, 
the otlier early in November. 

Much disappointment having been naturally felt and expressed that such events 
should have occurred in a " Harbour of Refuge,” some explanation is necessaiy. 

Kingstown Harbour comprises within its piers a space of 236 statute acres 
(exclusive of the old Harbour of Dunleary), of which about 100 acres are land- 
locked, and the remainder more or less open to the east. 

Vesselsentering during strong easteny gales are not always able to get into 
anchorage in the sheltered portion, partly on account of that portion being always 
crowded at those times, and partly I’rom want of sail, means or conduct to regulate 
their course in the most desirable manner ; and a few have either parted their 
cables, or by driving, been cast upon the rocks within the Harbour. 

It is to be observed, however, that this has occurred to a very small proportion of 
those anchored even in the most exposed situations. 

That in the great majority of cases the cables have parted, and not the anchors 
driven, thus proving that the holding-ground is good, and, that in by far the most 
cases the crews of the vessels have either been greatly negligent of due seamanlike 
precautions, or the vessels have been imperfectly manned or found. 

Nor has the disaster been attended with loss of life; and in most cases has been 
only partial as to ship and cai'go. 

Although these are alleviating circumstances, still there is a great demand for a 
remedy, which it would be very de^*able to apply, but for the difficulties that are 
presented to its perfect accomplishment. 

In the original design for the Harbour by the late Mr. Rennie, there were to 
have been returns within’the harbour from the present pier-heads to a much narrower 
opening, which would have effectually sheltered the whole of the interior: hut the 
naval authorities, after a veiy lengthened consideration, entirely condemned that part 
of the project on account of the difficulty it would present for getting in and out of 
the harbour except with leading winds; and fixed on the entrance as it is now 
being completed. 

The remedies that have since been proposed are — • 

An insulated breakwater outside, and in deep water, of sufficient dimensions to 
cover the exposed opening ; or a projecting pier from within the western pier. 

The former estimated at from 70,000h to 100,000?. 

The latter probably from one-half to two-thirds of that amount, and would 
occupy a considerable space of the available anchorage, besides being after all of 
doubtful effect for the object. 

We do not consider the evil worthy of such costly, and perhaps imperfect 
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remedies ; but it may be possible to combine a pronsion for two other somewhat 
pressing wants for accommodation in the harbour with this important object. 

The first of these is the necessity for increased accommodation for the collier 
trade, now limited to the small inconvenient pier of the old harbour, which bus 
for some years, from the rapid increase in the buildings in the neighbourhood, 
gradually become more and more insufficient. 

To provide for this demand, we have in contemplation to devise an outer jetty 
near the same locality, which will not only supply that want, but greatly improve 
that leeward corner of the harbour, as a means of refuge for vessels driven from 
their anchors in easterly gales. 

The other want is for a jetty in the most convenient position for the mail 
packets, and where they can constantly lie. 

This would greatly facilitate that important service, and at the same time clear 
a considerable portion of the more sheltered' aiichbrage in the harbour of those 
vessels which now habitually lie at moorings there. 



IX.— HOWTH HARBOUR. 

The maintenance of the works of this harbour has not been attended with much 
expense in the past year. Some of the buoys which had been laid dow'ii to mark 
dangerous rocks were displaced in the severe storm which occurred early in 
November, but they have been recovered and restored to their proper situations. 

This harbour continues to be useful as a fishing station, particularly to the 
vessels engaged in the channel and herring fishery ; nearly one hundred and fifty 
boats and vessels of various size and tonnage, the crews of which consisted of about 
nine hundred men, found shelter in Howth from the violence of the destructive gale 
above mentioned. These consisted principally of luggers, wherries, hookers, and 
smacks from the Isle of Man, from Arklovv, and from other places on the Coast of 
Ireland. 



X.— DONAGHADEE HARBOUR. 

The sea slopes constructed for the protection of tire pier which forms the 
harbour, have suffered considerably in the last and preceding year's. 

Provision is .made, in the estimate for the year 1845, for repairing a further 
portion of the work, which can only be carried on in the summer season. 



XI. — LUNATIC ASYLUMS. 

No additional works of importance have been executed in these establishments 
in the last year. The lighting of the Armagh Asylum with gas has been considered 
and approved. Some improvements in part of the roof 6f the Asylum at 
Clonmel have been recommended. 

By desire of the Government plans have been prepared for a Criminal Lunatic 
Asylum, capable of containing 120 patients ; and other plans are in preparation 
for incurable asylums to contain 400 patients each. Great care has been taken to 
provide for the best modern improvements in such buildings, without losing sight of 
economy, the expense of construction, from the necessity of classification, being 
very great.
